Francis M. Walker Tells New York 


Chamber of Commerce Last Named 
Remedy Offers 
Real Solution of 


Corporation 
Problem — Believes 


Criminal Prosecutions Would Do 
Much to End Abuses Under Present 
industrial and Economic Systems. 


Xew York, Dec. 31.—la an address 


before the 
chamber of commerce. 


Francis M. Walker of the bureau of 
corporations said that IE his opin- 
ion ihe only permanent and suc- 
cessful solution of the trust problem 
lay ia a revision of the constitution— 
a revision which would place in the 
hands of the federal government more 
power of supervision and of punish- 
ment over great combinations of cap- 
ital. He outlined further, in the 
course of his address, wcich was oa 
"The Cause aud Rersedy of Trusts." 
an alternative course of trust regula- 
tion, which was the limitation of 
trust profits by the imrosition of a 
tax upon profits exceeding a fixed per 
cent of the net inv-^stment- 


In discus-ing the causes for the re- 


cent economic phenomena designated 
uncer the sweeping term of trusts, 
Mr. Walker cited as the most proliSc 
and the most demoralizing, favor- 
itism, which exhibited itself particu- 
larly in the railroad rebate or special 
rate. 


Supervision Necessarv. 


"This is one of tte causes which 


should be attacked in the nrst in- 
staace." said he. "'by prohibitory leg- 
islation and drastic penalties. In order 
to make snch legislation effective, the 
most thorough supervision is neces- 
sary, including the power to examine 
books and papers, both of the trans- 
portation companies and shippers.
